the band. Small wonder that it lacked enthusiasm 
and made no attempt to parade. Strange that the 
organization even attempted to make a semblance 
of an appearance Saturday evening. 

We have no knowledge of what motivated the 
board’s action in this matter, nor do we have any 
intimaton of the restrictions Imposed upon them, 
but we contend that it remains for the University 
athletic officials to take cognizance of the band 
and make the necessary arrangements for proper 
seating facilities. Such plans might include the 
construction of a slightly elevated platform on 
tha ground in front of the student section or ex- 
tending into 'the bleachers on the 50-yard line. 
This would enable the band to use music stands 
and chairs thus assuring the proper arrangement 
of instrumentation and the amplification of vol- 
ume. 

The Hatchet further advocates a closer coop- 
eration between the head cheer-leader and the con- 
ductor of the band. In the past there has been 
no regard for the band in the matter of cheering. 
Although Director Louis Maikus made every pos- 
sible effort to avoid a conflict between band num- 
bers and cheers, the cheering staff has paid no 
heed whatsoever to this matter. 

A band requires intensive drilling and rehears- 
ing. Its members have no bed of roses at any 
time — difficulties are accentuated when an or- 
ganization is in comparative infancy and refused 
even the slightest of consideration. 

We hope for an early adjustment of these diffi- 
culties between the band and those who must work 
with it. If such an adjustment is forthcoming, 
and we believe it Will be the case, we have the 
assurance of Director Maikus that his musicians 
will more rapidly approach the perfection to which 
every student body looks forward in a smart-atep- 
ping, well balanced and accomplished University 
band l

Thousands of 
students, thousands of children, thou- 
sands of persons in all walks of life 
have been introduced to groat sym- 
phonic music, and will become increas- 
ingly familiar with it during tbs com- 
ing year, largely through tha effort* 
of this remarkable musician.

Single-handed, he whipped the orches- 
tra into shape with such rapidity that 
every critic hailed him as something of 
n marvel. 

This year, Washingtonians are rally- 
ing to the support of their orchestra 
with enthusiasm and generosity. A 
larger guarantee fund has been mined, 
and the calibre of the orchestra im- 
proved. Great artlata have boon en- 
gaged as soloists, and the price of tick- 
ets kept within the range of the poor- 
est atudent. 

It means that thousands of persons 
will bo able to hear the greatest .and 
finest in music, who could not oUer- 
wise do so. George Washington Uni- 
versity did well to honor Hans Kind- 
ler, and the city should be' proud of 
him, for he has pieced the National 
Capital on n par with the other greet 
capitals of the world, musically, in giv- 
ing it an orchestra for which it has 
longed for so many years. '

The Indians, coached by Charlie Mo- 
ran, who turned out the famous Centre 
College teams of 10 years ago, lived up 
to advance information as a team of 
surprises, until well into the second 
quarter. The North Carolinians caught 
the Colonials off their guard on the 
first play after the kick-off and, large- 
ly due to the kicking and passing of 
Tony Appanaitia, pressed the game 
front the start and barely missed a 
field goal in the first five minutes of 
play. Cesareo, diminutive Indian back, 
proved himself a broken field runppr 
of real merit, on one occasion eluding 
half a dozen Colonial tacklers for a 
2S-yard gain, i s 

The Colonials, slow in getting start- 
ed, came to life in the second, quarter 
with the entrance of “Nig” McCarver 
into the fray; from then on the Buff 
and Blue drove the play into Indian 
territory. George Washington made 16 
first downs while Catawba made 3. 

McCarver Brilliant 

“Nig” McCarver, who scored the Co- 
lonial touchdown against Alabarma the 
week before, proved to be the outstand- 
ing player of the evening. The fleet 
Colonial halfback accounted for the 
flrat marker by his brilliant running, 
and the second came as a result of a 
well-directed pass from McCarver to 
Fred Mulvey, before the end of the first 
half. McCarver also scored the final 
touchdown in the last minutes of play. 

“ZuZu” Stewart, m addition to play- 
ing his usual spectacular game at tack- 
ling and blocking, also intercepted an 
Indian pass in midfield and did an ex- 
cellent piece of brokep field running 
before finally being downed on the C*- 
tawba 20-yard line.

Wants People of America to 
Have “a New Deal” in 
Politics 

By WILLIAM BERGIN 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the man 
chosen to lead the Democratic party 
into tha White House next March, was 
born January 80, 1882, in a fine old 
Colonial home on the banke of the Hud- 
son River. He was the oply child of 
James Roosevelt, a descendant of early 
Dutch settlers, and $ara Delano Roose- 
velt, of equally fine Colonial ancestry. 
His godfather was EUiott Roosevelt, the 
only brother of Theodore Rooaevelt, 
late president of the United Statea. 

Franklin’s boyhood days were marked 
by vigorous activity, . and he took an 
eager interest in the management of 
the affairs of his father’s vast farm. 
When he was 14, he tailed a 21-foot 
boat across the Bay of Fund;. He 
traveled abroad, going by bicycle from 
one country to nnothbr, living simply, 
and it is said that he. showed such a 
“keen” interest in kll about him that 
once, in Germany, he Was arrested four 
times during' bn* d*y. 

Finished Four-Year Course In Three 
He entered Harvard in 1900 with the 
intention of studying law, but he was so 
industrious that he finished the regu- 
lar four-year course in three years. He 
was very active on the campna, and 
during the latter part of his college 
career he served as editor of the col- 
lege paper. In this capacity he used 
his energies to preach a doctrine as 
taught him by his illustrious cousin, 
Theodore, that good citizenship de- 
mands both an interest in politics and 
an 'active share in jts burdens and re- 
sponsibilities. 

Shortly after graduation he married 
Anns Eleanor Reosevelt. She was a 
distant coqsin and the niece of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who was at that time 
president of the United States. Theo- 
dore “gave the bride away.” 

At twenty-nine he was recognized as 
an aggressive liberal leader, with a 
definite program and the ability to 
carry it through against experienced, 
organized opposition. The faith which 
hie constituents placed in him was 
avowed by their approval of his first 
term in the state legialature with • 
strong affirmative veto for his reelec - 
tion. 

Roosevelt went to the Democratic 
convention in 1912 and there he met 
Woodrow Wilson. He was a Wilson 
mas. and when the famous war-time 
president “was elected, Roosevelt, then 
a member of a senatorial committee to 
investigate via conditions in the City 
of New York, was offered the assistant 
secretaryship of the Navy- He acoept- 
ed the position and took Os oath of

office just six weeks after hia thirty- 
first birthday. 

In 1918, he refused to run for Gov- 
erner of New York, and after refusing 
the nomination he suggested the name 
of Alfred E. Smith. In 1920, he re- 
ceived the Democratic vice-presidential 
nomination, but went down to defat 
“with the good-humored reflection that 
now he could attend to his private af- 
fairs.” After his unsuccessful cam- 


paign, he moved to New York with his 
family of five children to resume the 
practice of law. 

Franklin Roosevelt was elected gov- 
ernor of the state of New York in 
1988, and two years later he was re- 
elected by more than 725,000 votes. 
This remarkable manifestation of pub- 
lic approval made hia the logical pres- 
idential nomine# of the Democratic I 


party. From that moment his nomina- 
tion was sssured, and his popularity 
and fame spread so widely throughout 
Democratic circles that when the hate 
of hia party met at Chiago last June 
he was elected to arry their colors to 
victory. 

He thrilled his listeners with his 
speech of acceptance, and made out- 
spoken statements on questions of na- 
tional concern, pledging himself “to a 
new dal for the Amerian people.” 

Roosevelt has been conducting a 
stressful ampaign, promising support 
to all Democratic platform promisee. 
It ia quite evident that Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt mans business in his 
quest for the title of ‘“Hie Grat White 
Father,” as the Indians all the Pzosi- 
dent.
